west Land EG UINELONS: 


The sole head of a family, or any, 

male over 18 years old, may home- 
stead a quarter section of available 
Dominion land in Manitoba, . Sask- 
atchewan or Alberta. Applicant 
must appéar in person at the ‘Dom- 
_inion Lands Agency -or Sub-Agency. 
for the District. Entry by. proxy 

may be made at any Dominion Lands 
Agency (but not Sub-Agency), on 
certain conditions. 

Duties—Six months residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each 
of three years. A homesteader may 
live within nine miles of his home- 
stead ona farm of at least 80 acres, 
on certain conditions. A habitable 
house is required except where resi- 
dence is performed in the vicinity.

patent, on certain conditions.

PARISIAN NEWSPAPERS 


Authorities Restrict Size of Headings 
and Number of Editions

The French authorities have taken 
the question of the circulation of 
newspapers in -hand. No paper may 
bring out more than one edition a 
day. The largest headings that may 
be used are across two columns. The 
headings in poster type across six 
columns are forbidden. 

Last, but not least, it is forbidden 
to ‘call out either the name of the 
journal or its contents. During the 
first stages of the war there was a 
paper appearing about every half-hour 
in Paris, and as the boulevards and 
other principal streets were inundated 
by crowds of hoarse-voiced “camelots” 
howling the name of the paper at the 
top of their voices, the nerves of the 
public were kept continually on the 
strain. 

Scores of “‘camelots” were arrested 
for shouting the name of their papers 
until they were convinced that the 
public intended the orders of the 
prefect to be rigorously carried out. 
Now, when they see a tikely customer, 
they confidently whisper the name of 
the paper they are carrying.

Britain’s Naval F al Fighting | 


Strength is Much Greater’. 
Now Than Before War 


Four. Dreadnoughts; One Battle, Fo our 
» Light and Three Armored Cruisers ; 


- Eight Large ‘ Destroyers. and Two: 
~ Flotilla Leaders | Have: Been Com- 


pleted. 


London; November 13.—Even those 
who are on-duty in the fleet hardly 
realize how considerable have been 
the additions ta the British navdl 
fighting strength since the war open- 
ed. Hostilities began at a time when 
a large number of vessels were on 
the point ‘of, completion in this cov'n- 
try, either for the British ‘navy or 
for other powers.. The result is that 
by a little extra effort it was pos- 
sible to, make very substantial ad- 
ditions ta the fighting strength. 

The October navy list, was correct- 
ed down to September 15, and it 
shows that since the war began the 
following vessels have been commis- 


sioned for sea‘: 
Four battleships of the dread- 
nought type—the Agincourt (of 


27,500 tons); the Benbow (of 25,000 
tons), the ‘Emperor of India - (of 
25,000 tons), and the Brin (of 23,000 
tons). These vessels embody all the 
latest offensive and defensive powers. 
They mount thirty 13.5 inch guns, 
throwing a 1,400 pound projectile ; 
fourteen 12 inch guns. using an 850 
pound projectile, and sixty six-inch 
guns with a 100 pound shell. 


HEAVY CRUISERS. 

One battle cruiser of the dread- 
nought type, the Tiger, of 28,000 
tons, carries 13 inch and twelve ,six- 
inch guns, thus raising the aggre- 
gate number of new battle guns to 
filty-two;. with seventy-four six-inch 
guns. 

Four light cruisers, the Areechusa, 
Aurora, Galatea and Undaunted, each 
displace 3,750 tons, have a speed cf 
29 knots, and each mounts two six- 
inch and eight~four-inch guns. 

Three armored cruisers or monitors 
—Humber, Mersey and Severn—were 
purchased from the Brazilian govern- 
ment on the outbreak of the war. 
They represent a type unique in the 
royal navy, displacing 1,260 tons. 
These gunboats can steam at 114 
knots. They are designed to operate 
in shallow water, and draw only 44 
feet at full load. The armament of 


eavh vessel consists of two 6-inch 
guns, 4.7 inch howitzers and four 3- 
pownders. 


FLOTILLA LEADERS. 


Two flotilla leaders—the Broke and 
Faulkner ; these very big destroyers 
have a displacement of 1,600 ‘tons, 
a speed of 31 knots, and carry six 


d-inich guns, in ‘addition ‘to 
torpedo tubes. 

Bight large destroyers, the Lance 
Laverock, ~Leonides, Lookout, Luci- 
fer; Meteor. Minos* and ; Mineranda. 
The vessels of the ‘‘L’’ class. dis- 
place about 1,000 tons, have a. speed 
of 29 knots, carry three 4-inch guns 
and have four tubes for discharging 
the 2l-inchtorpedo. The craft ' of 
the ‘“‘M’’ class, of which ten © others 


are completing, are larger, displac-|. 


ing 1,200 to 1,350 tons, ,and more 
powerful. © 

It is not a little surprising, to con- 
template this list of new ships which 
have been completed since the, 
war opened. The-enemy has nothing 
to gain by- the policy ,of waiting. but 
is rather suffering owing to. Brit- 
ain’s much greater resources in ship 
building, and therefore in. staying 
power she is still- supreme. 

The nation has at its service not 
only the thousands of men ordinarily 
engaged in creating naval armaments 
for service under the British - flag, 
but it has now working: for it, all

GERMANY’S.. RESOURCES LESS. 

Germany has no comparable re- 
sources. British naval experts know 
what ships can be completing from 
the knowledge of the ships which 
were building when the war opened. 
It takes: roughly ‘three years to build 
a battleship, two ‘years to complete 
a cruiser, and at least.a year to con- 
struct a destroyer: or stbmarine. 
Three years ago—that is in 1911-12— 
Germany laid down four dread- 
noughts ; Britain laid down five, rais- 
ed to seven by the purchase of the 
two Turkish ships; two years ago 
Germany hegan two light cruisens, 
Britain began eight; one year ago

Britain decided to build sixteen des-, 


troyers (raised to eighteen by the! 
flotilla leaders purchased from Chile) 
and Germany put in hand twelve. 
In August ship-building in Germany,! 
owing to stocks and other causes, 
was in arrears, and her resources 
are limited. 
Britain’s resources on the other 
hand are greater than those of any 
two powers combined, and  éonse- 
quently the longer the delay the 
more she gains, particularly as she is 
now completing the 1912-13  pro- 
gramme, when she put in hand five 
dreadnoughts, including the Malaya, 
te Germany’s two.

By certain of these instruments 
various forms of heart disease have 
been diagnosed long before they could 
be heard by the stethoscope. When 
the heart beats it has been found 
that it gives off minute electric cur- 
rents, and by proper arrangement: 
those currents are made to cause a 
fine hair-of glass, coated with silve: 
to vibrate. These vibrations are 
meade to take place in front of the 
lens of a powerful arc lamp and to 
throw a shadow on a sensitized film

Clause four in the Commigsioners’ 
report, asking for a janitor to be 
appointed at the rate of $25 per 
month to look after the heating of 
the City Hall, came in for keen dis- 
cussion. 

Alderman Watson said he did not 
see the need of it. There were paid 
firemen whose duty it was to look 
alter the heating. He :had taken a 
look at the heating plant and found 
parts of it in a deplorable condition, 
and should be better looked after. 
The automatic heat regulator seem- 
ed to be disconnected entirely. He 
thought. the fire chief, who had 
engineer’s papers, shold be able to 
fix this. 

Alderman Coote thought the fire 
chief should be responsible. He had 
two paid men there, and it should 
be an easy matter for them to at- 
tend to. He did not see how they 
could expect a man to stay around 
day and night for $25 a month. 
There were always some firemen 
there who could attend to it. 

Alderman Lord said it appeared to 
him that the Fire Brigade was not 
under tho control of the Council as 
it should be, and ‘it looked as if they 
were trying to push the work on to 
someone else’s shoulders. 

Mayor Carscallen said he thought 
enough money was being paid to 
have the work done, but it was 
necessary to have some one man re- 
sponsible for it. 

The Commissioners were eventually 
instructed to take the matter up 
with Chief Meeres and report back 
to Council.

Headquarters, Southern Command, 
Salisbury. 

October 23rd, 1914. 
Dear Mr. Carswell,— 

I have been meaning these. last 
three months to ask you to change 
the address for my’ “News.” Will 
you kindly have it sent to the above. 
The Canadians began to arrive here 
last Saturday, and on ‘Sunday I 
went out with the General to see 
the Princess Pat C.L.I. Col. 
Farquhar, the Duke’s Military Sec- 
retary is commanding them, and his 
Aide-de-camp ‘Capt. Buller, who came 
with him to Red Deer, is the 
Adjutant. I also saw two friends 
among the troopers. Leach, of Cal- 
gary, .and Hetherington, whom I knew 
in Nova Scotia. They all seemed fit 
and well. Lord Roberts is down to- 
day to pay them a visit, and next 
week we have the King and Queen 
coming. These are busy times, and 
no mistake, but I’m afraid the maj- 
ority of the people don’t realize war 
is going on, and they won’t until we 
have a few Zeppelins or a raid. It 
would be the best thing that could 
happen. I go about a great, deal 
with the General, and sce the new 
armies in the making, the coast de- 
fences, the hospitals and overseas. 
forces. Activity is tremendous, and 
Sir John Jackson, with whom TI 
i travelled to Canada last year wher 
he was taking over the contract for 
the Vancouver harbor, is raising 
vast wooden cities everywhere to 
accommodate the troops. Yesterday 
I was at the flying school and had a 
delightful trip in a Henry Farman 
aeroplane. I hope by the time you 
get this letter I shall be in France. 
I don’t think the Canadians will go 
for another two months. .

Commissioner

The report of the Dairy and Cold 
Storage Commissioner for the fiscal 
year ending March 31st, 1914, has 
just been issued. : 

This report deals with the progress 
of dairying, the expanding home mar- 
ket, the export trade, the impor- 
tation of New Zealand butter and 
the work of the Finch and Bromo 
Dairy stations, of the extension of 
markets division. of.the fruit divis- 
ion, and of the division of cold stor- 
age. 

In the appendices, of which there 
are eight, the reports of the chiefs 
of the varicus divisions are given. 
Those include many details illustrat- 
ive not only of their work, but of 
the progress being made in dairy- 
ing, ™m marketing, storing and _— ship- 
ping of fruit.

THE si CRUISERS 


Speedy British Warships Carrying 
Heavier Guns Have Advantage 

The Heligoland fight having seen 
British and: Ge:man cruisers exchang- 
Ing broadsides, naval , journals ate 
discussing the relative merits of vhe 
two national types. For years Qer- 
many has been building what the 
Garman Admiral staff terms “small 
cruisers”; these vessels can be dis- 
tinguished by their bearing the names 
of towns—weipsic, Karisruhe, Emd@en, 
Madgeburg, etc.—and are all of smal) 
or moderate size, great speed, and 
light armament. 

British cruisera are not standand- 
ized in the same way; but of late 
years the Admiralty has heen build: 
ing a number of very ‘ast ships, some 
larger, some amaller, than the Ger 
man “small cruiser,” but all more 
heavily armed. 

The German ships are all armed 
with the 4..-inch gun, a weapon which 
fires a 35-pound shell, and probably 
can be discharged with great rapidity. 
The ‘British 4-Inch gun is a lighter 
Weapon; the earlier “marks” fire a 
25-pound shell, and the projectile 
from the later patterns weighs 381 
pounds. The british cruisers, how- 
ver, usually mount 6-inch guns as 
well as>the 4-inch weapons, and the 
6-inch shell weighs 100 pounds. The 
Naval and Military Record said: 

“Specific mention is made in the 
Admiralty communique of the excel- 


six-inch guns. With these weapans 
she “seriously injured” one of the 
enemy’s ¢érulsers, with whom a run- 
ning fight of 365 minutes’ duration was 
maintained at a range of about 3,000 
yards. The emphasis laid on the 
work of these guns proves them to 
have been much more effective than 
the 4-inch battery. Such a result has 
always been predicted by leading 
British authorities. Our light cruisers 
have a real advantage over enemy 
ships of equivalent ee uy virtue of 
their heavier metal,”
